The Mystery is Finally Solved. 


Remains of the Missiog 
Deiective Feund,

It will be remembered by our readers 
that about six weeks sgo, a well-known 
Nasbvitle detective, named Barmore, 
turned up one Dight, like the Irishman’s 
pigs, missing. The Banner was the first 
paper that chronicled the ‘‘ mysterious 
disappearance,’’ and a day or two after- 
ward the balance of the press of Nash- 
ville took up the affair, and the abduc- 
tion (10 called, at the time) was the 
theme of innumerabie local items. It 
was discussed, pro. and con., in all of its 
bearings; all of the facis, so far as they 
could be got at, concerning the disap- 
pearance, were faithfully recorded ; but 
although the circumstances strongly 
pointed toward the truth of the original 
siatements made by the Banner, it was 
finally pretty generally agreed by all 
hands that Barmore, (who was repre- 
sented as 8 most worthiess scoundrei—a 
per‘ect ‘dead beat’’), had left the coun- 
try of his own accord, to serve his own 
ends, and would return when he found it 
compatible with his interest. 

‘reliable individuals,’’ 
gentlemen connected with’’ ‘‘this, that 
and the other,’’ were constantly arriving 
iu Nashville who had seen the missing 
detective in various places, and under 
various circumstances.
